hom e on 
H aw creek, eight miles 
south of that place. 


Bluhm was one of the best known 


citizens in that section 
and 
was 


considered a worthy 
man in everv 


way. 
H e had an interesting family, 


consisting of a wife and four ch il­ 


dren. 
His farm is one of the best 


in that locality, his crops are large 


and in excellent condition; he o w n ­ 


ed ga ood deal of stock, and had 


plenty of money deposited 
in the 
Smithton bank. 


Recently, however, deceased had 


had trouble with two of his n eigh­ 


bors in 
regard 
to 
certain 
stock 
transactions. 
'Vh c 
matter 
gave 
him great annoyance, 
and 
those 
nearest him and n>ost intimate with 
his daily manner of life noticed a 
change in 
his mental 
condition. 
H e showed signs of being worried, 
and finally becam e despondent, and 
yet none of his friends had 
the 
least fear of him being so rasli as 
to take his own life. 
Y esterd ay morning, 
assisted bv 
one of his sons, he drove some cattle 
to Smithton and there disposed of 
them at a good price. 
He d e p o s­ 
ited the m oney in tlie liank 
there, 
as was his usual 
custom, 
and 
re- 
turnjrt home, reaching (here about 
2 o ’clock. 
His wife had hc'ld dinner for him 
and 
he 
ate a hearty meal, 
after 
which he and 
Mrs. 
Bluhm 
had a 
confidential 
talk, 
the 
subject 
of 
which is not known. 
Not long after this he was missed 
from the house, and at first his wife 
supposed that he had gone to the 
field to look after his corn. 
H e 
still remaining absent, 
she became 
alarmed and went to the barn, situ­ 
ated^ at the foot of a 
steep 
hill, 
some seventy-five yards from the 
dwelling. 
Entering the door, she 
was almost paralyzed with horror to 
find her husband hanging at the end 
of a rope which was tied to a joist. 
T h e alarm was instantly given 
and the neighbors hastened to the 
scene. 
T h e faim er was found to be 
dead, having probably been h a n g­ 
ing there an hour. 
T h e b o d y 
was 
cut down, 
and 
in a vest pocket of the deceased 
was found a small piece of paper, 
folded up, which 
proved 
to be a 
note addressed to Mrs. Bluhm. 
D eceased had left a written state­ 
ment that he had com m itted suicide 
because he had been driven to it by 
two 
of 
his 
neighbors, 
who had 
wronged and persecuted him. 
H e 
gave the names of the men, but it is 
deem ed best not to publish 
them.

D eceased was about 40 years old. 
H e was reared in that neighborhood,

T h e dead man left a request in 
the note referred to, that his body 
be buried in the Smithton cemetery, 
and that request was complied with, 
the funeral taking iilace at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon.
